At this tomb many who 
cannot tell where. their own dead are 
buried will find comfort.

Britain and France. 
' The relations » between His Majesty's 
Government and*the French Republic are 
causing much. andiety to the friends of 
both countries. “Ever since the days of 
the Peace Conference little differences of 
official opinion have been cropping up 
between the French and British Govern- 
ments, and, while most of them have been 
trivial in themsélves, their cumulative 
effect on the Anglo-French Alliance has 
been very harmful. The British Govern- 
ment new has taken a step which is likely 
to bring matters to a head. Some days 
ago our @epresentative in Berlin informed 
the German Government that Great 
Britain intended to waive the right cdn- 
ferred on it by Paragraph 18 (Annexe 2, 
Part 8) of the Versailles Treaty. This 
clause reads: “ The measures which the 
Allied and Associated Powers shall have 
the right to take, in case of voluntary 
default by Germany . . . , may include 
economic and financial prohibitions and 
reprisals.’’ It gave Great Britain the right 
to seize any German property in this 
country, and endangered the security of 
individual Germans’ bank balances, as 
well as of German goods in British bottoms 
or warehouses. Naturally, therefore, Ger- 
man shippers were chary of trusting their 
wares. to British ships, with the result 
that our competitors in shipping secured 
much of Germany's traffic which; in the 


fallen to our share. The Government, 
therefore, without prejudice to the matter 
of German pre-war debts or to the general 
question of reparations, decided to make 
its position clear. Henceforward German 
business men can trade safely with Great 
Britain. The one remaining element 
of uncertainty has been removed, and both 
countries stand to gain by its removal. 
Unfortunately, however, the Govern- 
ments action has.made. a very bad im-

The French mind, however, is more 
subtle, and the Government's action will 
be interpreted as another move in the

Anything in the nature of a breach 
between France and" Britain would be a 
universal calamity. The temperaments of 
the two peoples are as different from each 
other as chalk is different. from cheese. 
Therefore, it lies in the nature of things 
that they shall not see eye to eye on every 
subject. The trouble began in the refusal 
to recognise this essential fact. Their 
aims and ideals were identical during the 
war, and, when the war was over, each 
made the mistake of continuing to expect 
the other to fall in with all its views. 
When France did not “immediately sub- 
scribe to the British policy towards Soviet

The’ 
fuel will be stored at a dépét, and will be 
distributed to consumers at a reasonable 
price on an equitable basis. Similar 
schemes have bern put into operation hy 
the local authorities in various cities and 
towns throughout "Great Britain, but the 
Dublin Corporation, owing to the chaotic 
state of its finances, cannot afford to em- 
bark upon such an undertaking. Private 
enterprise, therefore, must stép into the 
breach. The Committee has received 
promises and guarantees of financial syp- 
port, but it requires further guarantees 
to the extent of at least £3,150 in order 
that it may carry out its scheme success- 
fully. We hope that its appeal will meet 
with a ready response... 


Key. Industries. 


In anticipation of the discussion of 
the Key Industries Bill by the House of 
Commons the chemical, scientific, optical, 
and illuminating glassware industries have 


~ 


urged that their position now is more 
precarious than ever, as the country is 
being flooded with German and Austrian 
glass, and, owing to the existing rates of 
exchange, British manufacturers are 
unable to compete with the prices at 
which these goods are being placed on the 
market, In some cases the fdreign manu- 
facturer can make handsome profits by 
selling at prices which are below the 
.British cost of production. Obviously, the 
home trade must receive some form of 
protection if it is to survive, but we. 
hope that the House of Commons will 
not be stampeded into raising barriers 
that will give it a virtual monopoly. Com- 
petition is a wholesome thing, and some 
British manufacturers have formed the 
habit of shouting “wolf’’ when they see 
it on the horizon and long before it has 
done them any harm. Everybody agrees 
that “key” industries should. be pro- 
tected, but the question must be debated 
calmly and with a full knowledge of all 
the facts. Germany and Austria must 
have access to our markets before they 
can pay indemnities, and, as their trade 
improves, the rates of exchange will move 
gradually in their favour.

| HITCH IN NEGOTIATIONS. |

(PARLIAMENTARY LOBBY 
STILL OPTIMISTIC. . 


- The Miners’ Conference was resumed at Down- 
ing street. at 3.30 im the afternoon, and at 
6.30 was adjourned unti! ¢o-day. i 

Mr. Frank Hodges said the Conference will be 
resumed at Downing at 12 o'clock to-day. He 
refused to make any statement as to the posi- 
tion or in regard to the difficulties’ which it was 
rumoured had at the last moment arisen. 

When the conference of trade unions con- 
cluded at the Central Hall last evening Mr. J. 
H. Thomas made the following statement :—* In 
consequence of there having been no settlement 
in the negotiations at Downing street, at the 
request of the miners the conference has been 
adjourned until 10.30 to-morrow.” 

When the miners’ leaders assembled for the 
resumption of the conference in the afteracon 
same of them expressed indignation at the pub- 
lished statement that an agreement had 
reached. . 

The Press Association says:—The announce- 
ment of the adjourmment came as a dramatic 
surprise, for it was fully expected that a pro- 
visional agteement would be reached last night. 
The utmost reticence was observed by the 
miners’ representatives tan ag the cause oí 
the adjaurnment, but the Press Association 
understands that a serious hiteh occurred during 
the later stages of the negotiations owing to the | 
sudden appearance of a new demand on the 
part of the miners... There was a marked cha 
in the attitude of certain members of the 
Miners’ Executive, and it is gathered that 
difficulties arose in regard to the effort that was 
being made to secure a settlement which would 
bear a reasonable prospect of a permanent 
solution. It is significant that the coal-owners 
were called into the conference just before the 
adjournment last night. 

CAUSE OF THE HITCH. 

There is reason to believe, says the Press 
Association im a later —— that the objec 
tions raised by the miners’ leaders late in the 
afternoon to the draft terms did not come from 
the four officials of the Federation. who con- 
ducted the preliminary conversations: An 
attack on one of the main provisions was made 
by a prominent member of the Executive, and 
he was sb by several others. It is 
understood that there were differences as to the 
proposed conditions governing the immediate 
concession of the 2s. increase, and more. par- 
ticularly in regard to the coal values basis, 
and the length of period during which the 
relation of output to wages hen come under 
review. The alternative proposals represented 
a difference of three months’ margin. 

In view of last night's develpments, the draft 
scheme may yet undergo modification, and, until 
finality is reached, both the Government and 
the miners’ representatives se that the 
publication of the proposals will be valueless. 
The Miners’ Executive may or may not make

‘Over 50 per cent. of the 
population of Glamorgan is under 25 years 
of age, amd the census taken anoticiely 
not long since showed that 60 per cent, o 
the Rhondda miners were under 35 years 
of age. This fact is said to be due to sár 
steady stream of young men from rur 
abeas to the mines. 

Some people would. be prepared to say 
that because miners, as a rule, are young, 
the older men are killed or hurt daring 
their work and preyented from growins 
old in it. This is not the case, for maning 
is a far less dangerous trade than several 
others, and statistics prove that only one 
miner in every 720 is killed im a year. 
Trawl fishing is ten times more dangerous 
to the fisherman than cutting coal is to 
the miner. ' 

If thee had been no coal strike London 
to-day would have been giving 4 hearty 
welcome to the Prince of Wales after his 
return. from his tour. It is understood. 
however, that the Prince was able to fill 
ap the day in an interesting manner, for 
he went down to Northamptón to look at the 
horses-which he hopes to ride when out with 
the Pytchley Hunt this season.
